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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art fails to disclose or suggest, inter alia, a constant voltage power supply unit that 
generates a constant voltage with a ripple voltage, and a ripple removing circuit unit comprising: 
a resistor connected between the constant voltage power supply xmit and the output terminal; a 
ripple voltage detection circuit unit for detecting the ripple voltage and outputting a signal 
depending on the detected ripple voltage; and a current circuit unit for receiving a signal from the 
ripple voltage detection circuit unit and supplying a current to the output terminal or absorbing a 
current from the resistor in response to the received signal, so as to cancel the ripple voltage at 
the output terminal.
